Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD is deemed objectionable because it tends to promote and support the exploitation of 
young persons for sexual purposes. 

The publication contains a sexually explicit feature with a ‘schoolgirl’ theme that is strongly 
emphasised throughout as the primary element of arousal for the viewer. While clearly over the 
age of 18, the women participants are presented in realistic school attire which is not removed 
during the sexual activity. Scenes also present scenarios in which the women present contrived 
behaviour that is immature therefore compounding the overall effect. The publication inherently 
justifies the idea of men having sex with young teenagers, and presents notions that teenage girls 
are sexually available and ready for adult sexual contact. 

The pervasiveness of the problematic material in the publication is such that excisions are 
considered impractical and a classification of objectionable is necessary in order to avoid the risk 
of injury to the public good. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the Bill of Rights on the application of the 
classification criteria elsewhere in these reasons. The classification of this publication interferes 
with the freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's 
intention that publications falling under s3(2) are deemed to be objectionable. The classification 
is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of a free and 
democratic society to limit the availability of publications that tend to promote and support the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes.
